Developments  at  the  week-end 

brought  some  easing  of  the  tension 
between  East  and  West  over  the  ob- 
durate division  of  aims  in  Europe.  The 
proposal  now  for  a meeting  of  principals 
seems  a good  deal  more  practical  than  the 
long-range  discharge  of  “notes”  across 
sealed  borders.  While  little  has  been  said 
officially,  there  is  evident  considerably  less 
truculence  in  tht^kpproach  of  military  com- 
manders. diplomats  and  statesmen  in  their 
public  statements.  Some  of  the  tinder  has 
been  removed.  It  should  be  possible  now 
to  arrive  at  some  working  formula  where- 
by the  four-power  control  of  Germany  on 
the  one  hand,  and  the  settlement  of  the 
peace  terms  for  that  nation  on  the  other, 
can  be  advanced. 

Until  the  four  chief  powers  In  charge 
of  a defeated  Germany  have  settled  that 
mission  the  future  scope  and  influence  of 
the  United  Nations  will  not  be  fully  known. 
It  was  conceded  in  wartime  conferences 
that  the  holding  nations  would , compose 
Europe,  put  out  the  smoldering  Arcs  of  a 


great  conflict,  and  help  to  re-establish  mil- 
lions of  handicapped  peoples  In  war-riven 
lands.  Unfortunately  cleavage  over  the 
ultimate  fate  of  Germany  came  early,  and 
it  has  remained  the  stubborn  rock  which 
so  far  has  resisted  most  efforts  to  steer 
around  it.  Here  in  the  West.  Russia  is 
blamed  for  that.  No  doubt  on  the  other 
side  of  iron  curtain  that  claim  is  reversed. 
The  salient  fact  is,  however,  that  until 
both  sides  come  together  there  will  be  no 
settlement  In  Germany,  and  therefore  no 
real  peace. 

The  events  of  the  last  few  weeks  have 
emphasized  the  still  critical  state  of  the 
wprld’s  nerves.  A few  words  spoken  out  of 
place  and  at  the  wrong  time  might  easily 
have  precipitated  a condition  from  which 
there  colild  have  been  no  withdrawal. 
Happily  that  outright  breach  has  been 
avoided,  and  in  calmer  mood  now  there  are 
coming  more  direct  efforts  at  agreement 
than  have  been  attempted  before.  Since 
world  peace  is  still  the  aim  of  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  the  world’s  peoples,  this  mood  is 
a saner  one.  May  it  lead  to  success. 


One  Hand  Gives  While  Another  Takes 


IT  might  be  merely  a coincidence  that  the 
“austerity”  taxes  Imposed  last  Novem- 
ber on  a wide  range  of  goods  should  be 
lifted  on  the  eve  of  the  Liberal  national 
convention,  but  at  least  it  removes  one  dis- 
putatious item  from  the  likely  agenda  of 
that  gathering.  Whatever  the  inspiration 
the  effect  will  be  reflected  immediately  in 
the  business  life  of  the  nation 
To  the  consumer  at  large  the  removal 
of  these  special  excise  imposts  will  be  wel- 
come. He  may  conclude  that  the  dollar  ex- 
change situation  has  improved  with  un- 
usual celerity  in  view  of  the  grave  picture 
painted  at  the.  time  they  were  imposed, 
and  that  the  “austerity"  has  been  short- 
lived. but  that  too  will  be  regarded  as  good 
fortune.  Prices  are  so  astronomical  in 
every  direction  he  will  not  peer  too  far  be- 
hind the  scenes  when  a drop  is  occasioned. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  removal  of  the 


subsidy  on  oils  and  fats  will  make  for  in- 
creased charges  on  many  items  of  house- 
hold use.  so  what  the  Government  has 
given  with  one  hand  will  be  taken  away 
in  part  by  the  other.  It  is  from  the  realm 
of  oils  and  fats,  incidentally,  that  comes 
margarine,  about  which  more  Is  likely  to 
be  heard  when  Newfoundland  jpins  .the 
confederation  of  Canada.  By  letting  the 
price  go  up  in  this  commodity  a step  is 
being  taken,  willingly  or  otherwise,  which 
will  put  the  butter  interests  in  a happier 
position  should  their  present  protected 
status  be  threatened. 

In  the  absence  of  any  direct  attempt  by 
the  Government  to  roll  back  prices  to  less 
inflationary  levels  it  was  obvious  that  the 
price  of  bread,  the  staple  of  staples,  could 
not  go  uncontrolled.  Hence  the  sudsidy 
to  be  paid  to  millers  to  cover  the  increase 
in  export  returns  for  wheat.

IN  comparison  with  other  years.  Van- 
couver Island  has  enjoyed  some 
measure  of  freedom  from  holiday 
drowning  fatalities  this  year,  possibly  be- 
cause on  the  whole  the  weather  has  not 
been  so  conducive  to  swimming  as  in  other 
Summers.  The  good  record  was  marred 
during  the  week-en^,  however,  when 
tragedy  struck  the  Victoria  home  of  a 
.seventeen-year-old  youth  who  lost  his  life  in 
Prospect  Lake.  His  tragic  death  is  a sharp 
warning  to  other  non-swimmers  of  the 
danger  of  deep  water. 


The  lad,  with  a younger  companion,  made 
the  mistake  of  bathing  from  a boat  far  out 
from  the  shore,  and  also  of  doing  so  out 
of  sight  and  earshot  of  other  swimmers. 
Had  it  not  been  for  the  latter  rescuers 
might  have  been  able  to  reach  him  in  time. 

The  abundance  of  deep-water  lakes  and 
sea  beaches  at  the  southern  end  of  the 
Island  makes  it  impossible  for  life-saving 
patrols  to  be  effective  all  the  time-  It  is 
for  the  bather  himself,  therefore,  to  heed 
the  oft-repeated  warnings  against  adven- 
turing into  deep  water  if  unable  to  swim, 
or  if  help  is  not  close  at  hand.

Sir.— Why  nil  this  trouble  over  water  In  Saan- 
ich? It  has  been  proved  by  those  who  have  tried 
that  water  can  be  got  by  boring  In  almost  any 
part  of  the  8aantch  Peninsula.  In  1910,  when 
Elk  Lake  was  poisoned  with  fish.  I bored  a well 
75  feet  near  Royal  Oak  and  got  overflowing  water 
which  supplied  everyone  In  the  neighborhood 
and  Is  still  as  good  as  ever. 

Mr.  Butcher,  on  the  hill  overlooking  Heals 
Rifle  Range,  dug  130  feet  and  got  a good  supply. 
Recently,  close  to  Saanlchton,  a well  was  bored 
140  feet  and  BO  feet  of  water  was  secured.  Mount 
Newton  Is  covered  with  small  leakages  from  fis- 
sures and  If  Sidney  dug  a well  at  that,  point  It 
would  get  a supply  to  last  ten  years.  Saanich 
experts  report  a large  supply  of  water  under  the 
ground  from  Royal  Oak  to  Mount  Newton.  There 
are  other  reported  yells,  but  I have  not  the  data. 

Instead  of  spending  thousands  of  dollars  In 
pipe*  for  doubtful  water  why  not  spend  a few 
hundreds  In  trying  for  yourselves?

• lfcT^ELL  It  to  the  Marines.”  says 
the  ignoramus  as  he  perpetu- 
ates a myth  as  old  as  living  memory. 
Fortunately  for  history  the  Royal  Ma- 
rine has  been  quicker  on  the  uptake 
than  most  of  his  fellows. 

Captain  Marryat  wo H to  blame  for 
this  slur  on  the  credulity  of  his  soldier 
shipmate,  whom  for  some  reason  he 
didn’t  like,  and  he  used  a vitriolic  pen 
to  spread  his  displeasure  far  and  aide 
Victorians  will  be  able  to  judge  for 
themselves  next  week  when  the  ma- 
rines pour  off  the  cruiser  •Sheffield, 
and  their  band  leads  the  parade  here 
during  Navy  Week.

tional silence  of  the  naval  blokes  with 
whom  he  serves. 

ORIGINAL  COMMANDO 
Actually,  you  know,  the  marine  ls 
the  original  commando,  the  fellow 
who  Jumped  ashore  to  settle  any  little 
fracas  that  was  disturbing  the  flag.

GLOBE  IS  THEIR  OYSTER 
He  Ls,  as  It  happens,  as  good  a gun- 
ner as  he  is  a well-drilled  Infantry- 
man. On  board  ship  he  has  much 
more  to  do  than  lend  military  eclat 
to  the  navy.  The  marines  man  their 
quota  of  the  fleet  s armament,  holding 
their  own  with  the  best  of  the  Royal 
Navy’s  gunners.  They  handle  every 
type  of  weapon  from  the  machine  and 
ack-ack  guns  to  the  monster  16-lnch 
in  the  turret.  Some  of  the  heaviest 
ordnance  among  Britain’s  coastal  de- 
fences Is  also  manned  by  the  corps. 

It. was  the  Royal  Marines  who  cap- 
tured Gibraltar.  They’ve  fought  In 
the  trenches  and  In  the  desert.

And  he  ls.  therefore,  stripped  of  the 
power  to  perform  his  self -announced 
task  of  uniting  the  nation.  Unless  St. 
Laurent  represents  all  Quebec,  the  re- 
maining provinces  are  unlikely  to  ac- 
cept him  as  the  great  national  unifier. 

I do  not  suggest  that  Mr.  8t.  Lau- 
rent has  lost  all  chance  of  winning 
the  leadership.  He  still  has  to  his  ad- 
vantage that  all-important  factor  of 
the  unspoken  but  potent  support  of 
William  Lyon  Mackenzie  King. 

Even  though  he  has  suffered  dam- 
age to  his  prestige  in  Quebec,  Mr  St. 


Laurent  can  certainly  command  the 
complete  support  or  the  Quebec  Lib- 
eral delegation.  And  his  failure  In  his 
campaign  against  Duplessls  will  not 
be  directly  reflected  in  the  attitude 
of  the  delegates. 

In  all  this  estimation  of  the  situ- 
ation it  must  be  remembered  that  Mr. 
St.  Laurent  ls  not  essentially  a politi- 
cian. He  ls  a calm,  deliberate,  learned, 
corporation  lawyer  The  antics  of  a 
Duplessls  are  completely  foreign  to 
his  nature  He  couldn't  bring  himself 
to  kiss  a baby  or  promise  a road  to 
get  a vote. 

The  other  chance  In  the  result  of 
the  balloting  next  Saturday  ls  that 
“Jimmy”  Gardiner  has  been  able  to 
scrounge  enough  votes  to  gain  the 
leadership.  As  a politician  he  is  the 
antithesis  of  Mr.  8t.  Laurent.  He  Is  a 
practical  polltlcltn  of  the  "no-holds- 
barred”  school.  He  1s  known  to  be 
gaining  considerable  strength  In  the 
Ontario  Liberal  delegation,  especially 
from  those  ridings  where  there  Is  pre- 
judice against  the  selection  of  a 
French-Canadlan 

I am  not  going  “out-on-a-llmb"  to 
forecast  the  choice  the  Liberals  will 
make.  But  I do  say  the  result  of  the 
Quebec  election  has  damaged  Mr  8t. 
Laurent’s  chances.  And  I suggest  you 
watch  Paul  Martin.  He’s  s ••comer.** 

Meantime.  I hear  that  George  Drew 
hasn't  any  cinch  for  the  Conservative 
convention.  There  are  plenty  of  signs 
that  the  young  Conservatives  are  in- 
sisting on  a voice  in  the  party's  affairs 
and  the  young  Conservatives  seem  to 
like  Dlefenbaker  Ideas. 


Paying  for  Crime  in  Advance 


(Editorial  In  The  Edmonton  Journal) 


WERE  he  alive,  the  late  Lewis 
Carroll,  of  Alice  In  Wonderland 
fame,  would  have  a cause  of  action 
against  the  courts  of  Egypt  for  in- 
fringing his  copyright. 

In  Wonderland,  as  the  White  Queen 
explained  it  to  Alice,  the  proper  order 
in  Judicial  procedure  was  first  the 
punishment,  then  the  trial  and  finally 
the  crime. 

Egyptians  seem  to  have  adopted 
this  order  In  earnest.  According  to  a 
recent  news  dispatch,  an  Egyptian, 
who  had  Just  completed  a 20-year 
prison  sentence  for  the  murder  of  a 
neighbor,  returned  to  his  village  to 
find  his  supposed  victim  alive  and 
well.  So  he  promptly  killed  him.  Then 
he  took  his  victim  to  the  police,  ap- 
peared in  court  again,  was  sentenced 
to  20  years’  Imprisonment — and  im- 
mediately released  because  he  had 
already  served  his  sentence!, 

Thus  the  principle  of  paying  in  ad- 


vance has  entered  the  field  of  crime 
and  punishment.  How  far  It  will 
spread,  no  one  can  say.  We  may  yet 
read.  In  the  police  court  news,  that 
John  Jones  has  been  sentenced  to  SO 
days  in  Fort  Saskatchewan,  for  being 
drunk  and  disorderly  next  January. 

Theoretically,  such  results  could 
probably  be  obtained  by  the  applica- 
tion of  strict  logic  to  any  code  of  law. 
including  our  own.  However,  logic  in 
this  advanced  degree  seems  to  be  pe- 
culiar to  the  Egyptian  courts,  where. 
Indeed,  It  Is  s tradition. 

The  tale  Is  told  of  a famous  Judge 
In  Cairo,  a century  or  so  ago,  who  once 
ordered  a malefactor  hanged  from  his 
own  doorway  Presently  the  execu- 
tioner returned  to  report  that  the 
condemned  man  was  too  tall;  he 
would  not  "fit”  the  low  portal.  "Then 
find  a man  who  fits,,  and  hang  him," 
the  Judge  commanded.  "Justice  must 
be  done!”  —
